A  Statement  to 
Southern  Baptists  . 

We  are  at  a  great  crisis  in  our  his¬ 
tory  as  a  peoplej.  Our  faith,  our  loyalty, 
our  courage,  are  severely  challenged 
by  a  great  situation  of  danger  and  of 
possible  victory.  We  are  in  the  most 
trying  period  bf  our  five-year  Cam¬ 
paign  programj  the  third  year.  Two 
courses  are  opeu  to  us.  We  may  look 
at  the  difficulties,  real  and  imaginary; 
at  our  financial  losses,  great  or  small ; 
at  our  own  weaknesses  of  various  kinds 
until  the  difficulties,  losses  and  weak¬ 
nesses  become  mountain  high,  until 
God’s  presence  find  power  become  emp¬ 
ty  unrealities.  Tha*  way  lies  defeat, 
ruin,  the  ignominy  of  broken  pledges 
and  a  fickle  loyalty. 

But  there  is  »  glorious  alternative. 
We  may  renew  our  vision  of  the  com¬ 
ing  Kingdom ;  replenish  our  courage  at 
the  living  fountain  of  Christ’s  bound¬ 
less  life,  link  ourselves  once  more  to 
Ilis  unbroken  promises  and  Ilis  infin¬ 
ite  power,  renevir  our  fellowship  with 
God’s  living  Spirit,  rededicate  our¬ 
selves  to  prayer  and  the  performance 
of  the  task  to  which  all  power  in 
heaven  and  on  ejarth  are  pledged,  and 
with  unfaltering  faith  and  courage  go 
forth  to  victory,  j 

We  niufct  not  falter.  We  must 
not  abate  our  zeal.  We  must  not 
think  or  talk  failure  or  defeat.  We 
must  not  permit  a  passing  situation 
to  destroy  our  morale.  We  must  not 
end  with  the  flesh  after  beginning 
in  the  Spirit.  Our  Baptist  people  are 
not  children  who  undertook  a  fool¬ 
ish  or  ill-advised  thing,  nor  quitters 
who  are  daunted  by  circumstances.

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COLORADO  AND  CHIPMUNKS 
Looks  like  we  are  taking  a  long  time  to  make 
our  trip  from  Estes  Park  to  Lyons,  but  you  must 
remember  that  this  is  a  very  rough  country,  full 
of  wild,  wild  chipmunks:  By  the  way,  do  you 
know  what  a  chipmunk  ih?  1  never  saw  one  un¬ 
til  1  came  up  here,  though  I  had  read  that  fa¬ 
mous  tale  of  how  Daniel  Webster  defeated  his 
brother  Zeke  in  a  trial  fob  the  life  of  a  captured 
chipmunk.  In  this,  you  remember,  the  father 
of  both  boys  who  was  the  judge,  cried  out  at  the 
end,  "Zek,  Zeke,  let  tha(  chipmunk  go."  That 
was  as  far  as  my  knowledge  of  chipmunks  went. 
Stall  I  describe  same?  i  Well  a  chipmunk,  oh 
you  know^  is  a  chipmunk.  It  is  an  animal  with 
the  shape  of  a  squirrel,  but  the  size  of  a  small 
rat.  He  abounds  in  the  sparse  woods  of  the 
mountains.  I'm  told  it  keeps  him  pretty  busy 
digging  up  and  eating  the  seeds  of  trees  which 
the  foresters  plant  tor  Reforestation,  but  that 
he  does  pretty  well  at  It.  At  Estes  Park,  he 
scampers  off  in  front  of  jrcu  at  almost  any  time 
yuu  walk.  Or  he  may  climb  to  the  root  of  your 
stack  and  make  faces  at  jou  because  you  don't 
throw  on  some  .  icg  to  eat.  As  I  rode  on  to? 
front  seat  of  the  stage  1  saw  a  chipmunk  run 
across  the  road  directly  in  front  of  the  wheels 
He  got  by  all  right,  but  in  attempting  to  mount 
by  jumping  to  bt  ledge  of  the  rock  wall,  he  failed 
and  bumping  his  nose  severely  on  the  rock,  he 
fell  sprawling.  The  reason  for  his  embarrass¬ 
ing  tumble  was  that  he  had  an  Immense  piece 
ot  bread  or  something  In  his  mouth.  I  judge 
that  be  had  picked  it  up  at  one  of  the  camps 
of  autoists  which  are  thick  around  there.  I 
never  dreamed  that  there  were  as  many  campers 
on  the  road.  They  are  present  in  thousand  lots. 
They  come  in  all  sorts  Of  cars,  from  raggedy 
flivers  to  Pierce-Arrows,  but  all  have  the  run¬ 
ning  boards  packed  with  articles,  from  tents  to 
toe-nail  clippers.  On  this  trip,  I  saw  two  women 
with  a  car  encamped  by  the  St.  Vraln  river. 
Both  had  on  what  were  Once  army  clothes,  in¬ 
cluding  breeches.  y 

Ahead  of  us  as  we  ca^ne  down  hill  towards 
Lyons  was  a  Dodge  car  parked  in  the’  middle  of 
the  road.  Its  late  occupants,  one  man  and  three 
fat  women,  were  standing  a  little  distance  away 
pointing  out  the  view  to  bach  other.  When  the 
man  saw  the  stage  comlhg.  he  hustled  to  his 
car  to  get  it  somewhere  op  the  edge  of  the  nar¬ 
row  road  so  that  we  might  pass.  It  soon  devel¬ 
oped  that  he  had  lost  his  Switch-key.  Great  ex¬ 
citement  prevailed  among  both  fats  and  lean.

VISIT  TO  BROOKHAVEN  CHURCH 

It  was  my  privilege  an  a  recent  short  vacation 
to  visit  my  old  home  cburch  at  Brookhaven  and 
be  with  them  in  two  services,  and  to  sit  in  (he 
Adult  Bible  class  of  which  I  was  teacher  befoi" 
going  into  denominational  work. 

It  was  my  delight  it  Sunday  School  to  wit¬ 
ness  this  unusual  think:  My  friend.  Hermon 
Dean,  the  superintendent,  announced  the  or- 
gouizatlon  of  seven  teacher  training  classes, 
one  each  in  the  five  departmental  books,  oho 
In  Winning  to  Christ  aa<i  one  in  Talks  -v  th  i|.e 
Training  Class,  all  to  begin  the  following  Mon¬ 
day  night  and  all  taught  by  home  talent.  In 
these  classes  they  expected  to  secure  forty  or 
fifty  seals  The  school  had  just  finished  three 
classes  In  the  Normal  Manual,  taught  by  home 
talent,  out  of  which  came  twenty  normal  diplo¬ 
mas.  They  will  have  an  institute  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  Bro.  Byrd  in  December. 

The  Brookhaven  church  stands  as  a  strong 
illustration  of  the  value  of  long  pastorates.  Bro. 
R.  H.  Purser  was  their  pastor  for  about  ten  years 
paving  the  way  for  a  great  future  for  the  church 
by  a  ministry  of  unusual  wisdom  and  spiritual 
power.  Then  came  W.  (I.  Morgan  to  the  pastor¬ 
ate  and  remained  six  years,  resigning  to  enter 
the  army  service.  The  present  pastor,  J.  A.  Tay¬ 
lor,  is  entering  his  fourth  year,  and.  from  the  ex¬ 
pressions  of  love  and  loyalty  to  be  heard  among 
the  membership  he  will  without  doubt  remain 
with  them  many  years  linger. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Morgan  the  church 
tore  down  its  $3500  frame  building  and  erected 
a  $35,000  church  house  which  could  hardly  be 
built  now  for  twice  that  amount.  The  church 
met  every  payment  on  the  new  building  the  day 
It  was  due,  and  on  the  day  the  last  payment  was 
made  the  church  raised  $7600  for  the  purchase 
of  a  pipe  organ.  Since  the  coming  of  the  preaent 
pastor  the  organ  has  been  Installed,  and  It  is  a 
delight  to  hear  its  wonderful  music  while  play¬ 
ed  upon  by  Mrs.  Hugh  V.  Wall,  the  accomplished 
organist. 

The  latest  Indication  of  expansion  was  the  re- 
1  cent  purchase  of  a  lot  right  back  of  the  church 
on  which  stands  a  six  room  residence  which  will 
'  h®  nrranged  for  the  accommodation  of  their 
growing  Sunday  School. 

I  would  regret  not  belag  a  member  yet  of  the 
Brookhaven  church  If  I  Were  not  now  a  member 
of  a  church  that  has  grown  great  and  strong 
under  the  leadership  of  one  pastor  for  nine  glo¬ 
rious  year*.  To  have  seen  the  wsy  the  Second 
Baptist  Church,  Jackson,  celebrated  the  ninth 
anniversary  of  the  pastorate  of  Dr.  H.  M.  King, 
a  few  months  ago.  would  have  made  these 
churches  that  change  pastors  with  the  change  of 
the  moon  understand  the  secret  of  how  to  grow 
j  to  a  great  church.

JKHCM  TKACTII.NO  ABOUT  PROPERTY 

There  Is  no  surer  test  of  faith  than  our  at¬ 
titude  toward  the  teaching  of  Jesus  about  prop¬ 
erty,  or  as  ws  comonly  say,  about  money,  which 
la  the  measure  of  values  and  medium  of  ex¬ 
change.  It  Is  a  theory  with  Christians  that 
the  111  bln  Is  a  perfect  rule  of  faith  and  conduct. 
We  pronounce  Its  teaching  sufficient  and  final. 
But  to  be  a  Christian  Is  not  to  accept  the  Bible 
as  a  system  of  philosophy  which  has  no  practi¬ 
cal  bearing  on  onr  conduct  but  to  adopt  its 
teaching  as  the  rule  of  our  conduct  and  Its  au¬ 
thor  as  the  Lord  of  our  lives. 

Among  the  teachings  of  oue  Lord  none  is 
clearer  and  more  easily  understood  than  what 
ho  says  about  money.  There  Is  no  test  of  our 
fnlth  In  him  more  pfhctlcable  or  more  univer¬ 
sally  applicable  than  the  one  of  adopting  his 
direction  about  the  acquiring  and  use  of  proper¬ 
ty.  Why  should  there  be  any  sensitiveness  on 
this  subject?  It  can  be  accounted  for  only  on 
the  principle  that  people  do  not  wlah  you  to  put 
your  hand  on  a  sore  place.  You  have  seen  a 
doctor  thumping  a  patient  to  see  where  the 
seat  of  hla  trouble  Is.  The  putient  Is  submissive 
until  the  doctor's  hand  gets  close  to  the  sore 
place  and  then  he  pushes  It  away. 

But  there  Is  no  cure  for  us  until  we  are  wil¬ 
ling  for  the  great  Phyaician  to  locate  the  trou¬ 
ble  and  then  apply  the  remedy.  Now  Jesus  has 
s  great  deal  to  say  on  this  subject  and  only  a 
small  part  of  It  can  be  told  now.  There  will  be 
more  to  follow.  The  first  is  in  the  ''Sermon  on 
tho  Mount,"  where  he  says.  “Lay  not  up  for 
ynhrselves  treasures  on  earth,  bin  lay  up  for 
your?e!ves  treasures  In  heaven."  H«'e  Is  a  pro¬ 
hibition  and  a  command;  a  comparison  and  an 
antithesis.  Heaven  and  earth  are  set  over 
against  each  other,  and  every  man  la  to  make  his 
choice  This  choice  will  be  Inevitably  Indicated 
by  bis  c.ltude  toward  p'operty,  the  use  he  makes 
if  earthly  possessions.  Jesus  teaches  by  like¬ 
nesses  s>nd  contrasts,  by  comparing  one  thing 
with  another.  We  do  not  understand  that  he 
forbids  the  ownership  of  property  on  earth, 
but  rather  to  show  the  far  greater  Importance 
of  having  Investments  In  heaven.  If  earthly 
possessions  prevent  the  heavenly,  they  should 
he  abandoned.  But  on  the  other  hand  earthly 
possessions  may  be  to  used  as  to  secure  heavenly 
treasures.  We  are  to  be  sure  that  the  heavenly 
poeseaslon  la  nod  sacrificed  or  jeopardized. 
Theae  mnat  he  the  object  of  ' our  labor 'and  must 
determine  the  nse  of  our  money. 

Jesue  gives  five  or  six  reasons  which  fortify 
this  command  for  the  authority  of  Jesus  al¬ 
ways  makes  IU  appeal  to  reaaon.  The  flrat  of 
these  la  that  the  treasure  In  heaven  has  far 
greater  security.  It  It  an  ancient  proverb  born 
of  common  experience  that  "wealth  takes  wing* 
end  file*  away."  Moth  and  rust  and  theirs#  are 
•till  busy  In  ths  world.  Anybody  has  only  to 
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*  alcli  Ike  market  reports  iu  the  daily  paper  to

I  also  know  that  we  have  a  great  many  godd 
colleges,  and  those  we  have  are  constantly  Im¬ 
proving.  There  la  Mississippi  College,  onu  of 
the  oldest  and  the  best  In  the  country.  And  then 
the  Theological  Seminaries,  and  Clarke  Memdr- 
lal,  and  hundreds  of  male  and  female  colleg** 
In  our  own  and  other  states,  but  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  great  number  and  their  efficiency,  I,  and 
thousands  of  other  sufferers  realise  the  Impor¬ 
tance  of  having  Just  one  more. 

I  have  been  discussing  the  matter  with  some 
of  our  best  brethren  and  sisters  and  they  heart¬ 
ily  agree  with  me.

There  are  certain  instructors  in  our  (Miss.) 
State  Schools  who  are  teaching  to  their  classes 
the  Germanic  Darwinian  theory  of  evolution 
and  In  so  doing,  withhut  hesitancy,  declare  to 
their  student*  that  In  all  cases  where  the  Bible 
assertions  are  out  of  accord  with  this  theory 
that  the  Bible  accounts  are  to  be  put  aside  as 
erronlous. 

Below  is  given  a  gist  of  a  conversation  between 
myself  and  a  young  man  who  for  several  years 
has.  attended  one  of  our  State  schools.  This 
young  man  grew  up  In  a  nominally  Christian 
home  but  a  home  In  which  the  Christian  stan¬ 
dard  and  church  loyalty  were  very  low.  How¬ 
ever  he  had.

The  conversation  ran  about  like  this: 

■TMr.  Moore,  what  do  you  think  of  the  theory 
of  evolution?" 

"IPs  owing  to  what  theory  you  mean  by  the 
term.  I  think  that  the  theory  of  certain  environ¬ 
ments  with  Inteligent  care  and  attention  that 
great  and  useful  results  can  be  jiad  In  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  both  vegetable  and  animal  life  Is 
true.  But  If  you  refer  to  the  Darwinian  theory 
which  claims  that  all  life  In  Its  present  phe¬ 
nomena  la  the  result  of  a  process  of  evolution 
begun  either  spontaneously  or  In  the  very  low¬ 
est  form  of  life  In  some  molecule,  andthrong,  a 
self  choice,  and  the  survival  of  the  fittest,  oven 
Including  human  beings  resulting  from  It.  I 
think  It  groundless,  nonsensical  and  Is  as  rotten 
a  lie  as  the  devil  could  hatch." 

"These  teachers  I  have  been  under  make  it 
look  mighty  plain  and  It  is  hard  to  turn  down." 

But  .  God  In  His  Book  tells  us  just  how  all 
things  came  Into  exlstance  In  these  words,  ‘By 
faith  we  understand  that  the  worlds  have  been 
framed  by  the  word  of  God.'l  Cor.  11:3.  Then 
In  Gen.  2:7  the  Bible  tells  us  ‘And  Jehovah  God 
formed  man  of  the  dust  of  the  ground  and 
breathed  Into  his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life  and 
man  became  a  living  soul.'  Then  in  Gen.  2:21 
‘And  Jehovah  God  caused  a  deep  sleep  to  fall 
upon  the  man  and  he  slept:  and  He  took  one  of 
his  ribs  and  closed  up  the  flesh  instead  thereof; 
and  the  rib  which  Jehovah  God  had  taken  from 
the  man  made  He  a  woman  and  brought  her 
unto  the  man.'  Now  just  this,  young  man:  can 
you  accept  the  evolution  theory  as  taught  by 
your  Instructors  in  the  State,  school  as  true  and 
the  8crlpturea  just  quoted  as  also  true?  Is  not 
the  belief  of  one  the  denial  of  the  other?" 

Then  he  asked,  "What  about  miracles?  If 
there  ever  were  miracles  why  don’t  we  have 
some  now?  and  If  there  have  been  Inspired  men 
In  the  past  why  do  we  not' have  them  now?" 

"Young  man,  I  could  give  you  many  reasons 
which  seem  plausible  to  me  and  many  others 
why  the  period  la  ppst  when  miracles  are  needed

A  LAY  SERMON

We  constantly  hear  that  the  world  U  look¬ 
ing  to  America  for  spiritual  leadership  This 
is  not  wholly  true,  but  If  It  were  the  world  would 
look  In  rain  until  America  ceased  to  be1  Phari¬ 
saical  as  to  Its  own  righteousness*  and  realise 
that  sin  and  crime  and  lrrellglon  are  rimpant 
throughout  the  land. 

Until  America  has  a  new  baptism  of  righteous 
ness,  until  the  professing  Christ  a  •-  the  land 
realise  their  own  shortcomings,  and  consecrate 
their  lives,  their  time,  their  talents  of  br4tn  and 
money  to  the  serrice  of  God  and  man,  uijtll  the 
politicians  and  business  men,  employers  apd  em¬ 
ployees,  producers  and  consumers  alike,  glre 
full  heed  to  the  Dirlne  Command  to  lore  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart  and  wkth  all 
thy  strength  and  with  all  tby  soul,  and  pith  all 
thy  mind,  and  thy  neighbor  as  thyself,  And  do 
unto  others  as  they  would  that  they  shojuld  do 
unto  them,  there  will  be  no  righteousness  of  a 
nation  fit  to  lead  the  spiritual  forces  {of  the 
world  to  higher  ground. 

There  la  spreading  orer  our  land  the  accursed 
atheistic  teachings  of  Oerman  philosophy,  more 
powerful  for  evil  than  were  all  Germany's  ar¬ 
mies  and  narles,  and  if  America  does  ndt  give 
heed  to  this  menace  Its  downfall  will  be  he  cer- 
tln  as  was  Germany's.  The  life  of  the  nation,  its 
every  business  Interest,  In  the  bank  ,  In  the 
factory  or  on  the  farm.  Is  staked  upon  a  new  and 
all-powerful  call  to  righteous  living  and  Chris¬ 
tian  service.  When  moral  rottenness  exists  un¬ 
blushing  In  places  of  great  financial  powterf  as 
recently  shown  in  New  York,  without  lies*  of 
caste,  when  men  lie  and  cheat  In  business,  when 
men  seek  to  wreck  others  for  their  own  personal 
gain  or  aggrandisement,  or  power,  when  men 
murder  others  because  they  are  willing  to  work 
without  the  domination  of  alien  radical  labor 
leaders,  and  go  unpunished  for  their  crimes  and 
are  commended  by  their  fellow  members;  when 
a  great  government  Institution  year  afte{  year 
seeks  by  blackmailing  or  bulldosing  to  force 
others  into  Its  power  or  else  to  destroy  them, 
and  no  national  protest  Is  made,  and  thousands 
of  business  men  stand  by,  either  from  cowardice 
or  indifference,  and  refuse  to  fight  against  this 
immorality;  when  the  voluptuous  dances,  that 
would  have  disgraced  even  corrupt  Rome  and 
Ephesus  at  their  worst  sweep  over  the  land; 
when  men  of  position  and  Influence  proclaim 
that  some  laws  cannot  be  enforced  because  the 
criminal  power  Is  greater  than  the  Government's 
and  that  the  criminal  element  must  therefore 
be  given  frfll  qway,  by  repealing  the  lawjs  the 
crmlnals  do  not  like,  what  right  has  our  country 
to  claim  the  spiritual  power  to  lead  the  woiild? 

On  a  monument  erected  In  one  of  the  hljghest 
passes  of  the  Andes  to  commemorate  a  peaceful 
settlement  of  a  threatened  war  between  Chill 
and  Argentine,  are  carved  the  words: 

“Sooner  shall  these  mountains  crumble  Into 
dust  than  Chill  and  Argentine  break  the  peace 
which  at  the  feet  of  Christ  the  Redeemer  they 
have  sworn  to  maintain." 

Until  America  In  the  spirit  of  that  pledge  puts 
aside  all  self-righteousness,  sees  Its  own  short 
comings  as  Almighty  (lod  sees  them,  and  hum 
hly  seeks  Divine  forgiveness  and  Divine  wlmom, 
It  cannot  become  a  real  spiritual  leader  of  the 
world,  for  It  cannot  bold  aloft  the  uplifted 
Christ  as  the  oaly  salvation  of  the  world  from 
sin  and  wars.  The  welfare  of  business,  the  safe¬ 
ty  of  onr  country  and  of  the  world  from  Wars 
and  endless  crimes,  are  staked  on  this,  sndjwoo 
betide  our  future  tf  we  fat!  to  read  the  s!gt{e  of 
the  times  and  the  cation  to  a  revival  of 
ilglon,  pure  and  ucdcfllod  In  rain  will  we 
disarmament.  In  vain  will  we  decry  war  and  ex 
pect  peace  while  the  world  Is  ruled  by  sin  and 
while  America  falls  to  ftt  Itself  to  become  a  mor- 
al  and  spiritual  leader  of  mankind.

MISSION AKIKS  SAIL 


Bidden  Godspeed  and  farewell  by 
President  H.  F.  Alexander,  Vlce-pres 
Identa  E.  A.  Stuart  and  A.  F.  Haines 
and  other  Admiral  Line  officials,  a 
lage  party  of  missionaries  depart¬ 
ed  from  the  Orient,  August  27  on  the 
big  Shipping  Board  passenger  vessel 
Hawkeye  State,  a  sister  of  the  fleet 
of  government  ships  flying  the  house 
flag  of  the  Admiral  line  in  Trans¬ 
pacific  service  from  Puget  Sound 
As  the  liner  slipped  Its  hawsers  the 
ship's  orchestra  of  Hawailans  rend¬ 
ered  the  plaintive  goodbye  song  Alo 
ha  E,  and  on  the  after  deck  the  Mis 
slonaries,  grouped  about  their  lead 
er.  Dr.  Charles  O.  McDaniel,  of  Rich 
mond  Va..  sang  Lead  Kindly  Light, 
Onward  Christian  Soldiers  and  other 
stirring  hymns.  On  the  dock  sever¬ 
al  hundred  friends  gathered  to  watch 
the  liner  depart  took  up  the  refrain, 
the  volume  of  sound  reverberating 
among  the  big  warehouses  of  the 
great  municipal  dock  system,  while 
thodsands  iff  gracefully  curving, 
gayly  colored  serpentine  streamers 
broke  out  and  draped  the  sides  of 
the  ship. 

The  weather  was  perfect  for  a  sail¬ 
ing  day,  a  coot  breexe  rippling  the 
waters  of  the  Sound,  spangled  with 
thP  reflection  of  a  brilliant  midday 
sun. 

In  the  party  of  missionaries  were 
sixty-eight  men  and  women  from  a 
dozen  different  states,  the  majority 
representing  the  Southern  Baptist 
missionary  organisalon.  Among 
them  were  eight  or  ten  newly  wedded 
couples  for  whom  the  Trans  Pacific 
voyage  was  to  be  a  honeymoon  trip 
preceding  a  long  tour  of  duty  among 
alien  peoples,  with  a  furlough  home 
a  matter  of  six  years  or  more  away. 

There  also  Were  thirty  or  more 
Presbyterian,  Methodist  and  Pro¬ 
testant  Episcopal  missionaries  aboard 
All  told,  the  religious  group  number¬ 
ed  approximately  100,  which  la  said 
to  constitute  the  largest  party  ever 
sent  In  a  body  from  America  to  the 
Orient.

E.  T.  Snuggs,  who  has  been  In  China 
so  long  he  said  he  doubted  whether 
he  and  Mrs.  Snuggs  could  any  longer 
claim  Columbia,  p,  C.  as  home  The 
three  children  o^  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Me 
Daniel,  who  were  born  in  China  are 
returning  with  their  parents.  An¬ 
other  American  In  the  party  who  hap¬ 
pened  to  have  been  born  abroad  was 
Robert  Pruitt,  son  of  missionaries 
long  resident  In  China  who  formerly 
Pruitt,  though  blinded  at  play  In  the 
mission  compound  at  Hwanghslen, 
when  he  was  ten  years  old.  recently 
graduated  from  Harvard  with  hon¬ 
ors.  and  Is  returning  to  Shantung 
province  with  a  plan  to  establish  a 
school  for  the  blind  In  connection 
with  the  new  Chinese  college  at 
Hwanghslen. 

Another  Interesting  member  of  the 
party,  which  comprises  nurses  phy¬ 
sicians,  sanitation  specialists  and 
public  health  experts  as  well  as  pure¬ 
ly  religious  workers,  was  the  Rev. 
Theron  Rankin,  of  Wtlllston,  S.  C., 
who  In  contrast  with  the  blissfully 
happy  young  married  couples,  Is,  ac¬ 
cording  to  fcla  own  statement,  honey¬ 
mooning  alone.  He  expects  to  meet 


his  fiancee,  IMlas  Valeria  Qreen  In 
Canton,  where  they  will  be  married 
September  30.  But  a  honeymoon  to¬ 
gether  Is  not  to  be  thought  of,  he 
said,  until  they  are  given  their  first 
furlough  home,  several  years  hence. 

Most  of  the  missionaries  arrived 
here  Thursday  evening,  August  25, 
on  the  Olympian,  crack  train  of  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  8t.  Paul 
railroad.  Dr.  McDaniel  said  Seattle 
had  been  chosen  as  the  port  of  em¬ 
barkation  for  the  reason  that  since 
the  establishment  of  Trans-Paclflc 
service  under  the  American  flag  the 
voyage  to  China  and  Japan  had  been 
reduced  five  to  seven  days. 

"iVe  now  have  a  short  line  to  the 
Orient,"  be  declared.

erment.

W.  p.  A.  and  the  China  Club,  of 
which  Dr.  W.  K.  McKIbben,  himself 
a  veteran  of  the  foreign  mission  field, 
is  the  secretary.  Mrs.  J.  P.  Weyer¬ 
haeuser,  wife  of  the  wealthy  North¬ 
western  lumberman  and  Miss  Amy 
Smitn,  executive  of  the  Y.  W.  p.  A. 
field  |  organlxatlon  in  the  Northwest, 
beaded  the  joint  committee  In  charge. 
During  the  afternoon  the  Chinese 
and  Japanese  consuls  vised  the  pass¬ 
ports!  of  the  travelers,  and  a  regis¬ 
ter  at  the  visitors,  containing  their 
home  addresses,  served  to  bring  about 
many)  delightful  meetings  and  re¬ 
unions  among  old  friends  and  fel¬ 
low  workers.

In  churches,  in  mills,  and  on  the 
streets. 

The  meetings  begafi  this  year, 
Sunday,  Augnst  28th,  and  closed 
Tuesday  evening,  Sept.  6th,  an  In¬ 
tensive  campaign  for  ted  days.  The 
meetings  on  the  high  school  campus 
were  led  this  year  by  Dr|  H.  M.  King 
of  Jkckson  as  preacher  land  Charlie 
Butler  aa  singer.  Both  of  these  men 
rendered  splendid  servlcfi.  The  ser¬ 
mons  of  Dr.  King  were]  full  of  the 
power  of  the  gospel  and,  thrilled  all 
who  beard  him;  and  thf  singing  of 
Mr.  Butler  was  a  delight  to  all.  Thu 
services  at  the  other  places  were  con¬ 
ducted  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Kytar,  enlist¬ 
ment  missionary;  by  Rev.  Wade 
Smith,  a  student  In  Mms.  College, 
by  Rev.  W.  R.  Cooper,  pastor  of  the 
church  at  Columbia,  and  by  the 
writer.  All  of  the  meetings  were 
well  attended.  There  wfere  present 
at  some  of  the  evening  services  on  the 
high  school  campus  25 (yO  to  3000 
people. 

As  a  result  of  the  revlvjl  this  year 
ninety-aeven  united  with  the  Bap¬ 
tist  church  at  Columbia  fpr  baptism 
thirty-six  by  letter  and  one  was  re¬ 
stored.  Several  united  with  the 
Methodist  and  Presbyterlhn  churches 
and  a  number  of  others  made  definite 
profeaslons  of  faith  in  Christ.  About 
thirty  fine  young  people  surrender¬ 
ed  for  special  aervice,  some  to  go  aa 
foreign  mlaslonarlea,  some  to  do 
home  mission  work,  one  at  a  preach¬ 
er  and  others  to  serre  as  the  Lord 
may  lead  them. 

I  have  had  a  part  In  all  threa  of 
the  connty-wlde  campaigns  In  iMa- 
rlon  County  and  believe  that  many 
other  counties  would  do  Well  to  fol¬ 
low  the  same  plan.  The  campaign 
follows  the  revivals  In  tht  churches 
out  In  the  county  and  In  to  way  In¬ 
terferes  with  them.  The  program  la 
large  enough  to  attract  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  entire  county  to  the 
great  importance  of  winning  soul*.
